“ Here is one very considerable Town, firRt built by the Dutch, and called New- 
Amsterdam. which name is now changed to New.York : It is well seated both for 
Trade, Security, and Pleasure, in a small Isle called Mahatan, reguarding the Sea, 
made ho by Hudsons-Kiver, which severeth it from Long-Island, which said River is 
very commodious for Shipping, and is about two Leagaes broad. The Town is large, 
containing about five hundred well-bnilt Houses ; and for Civil Government, it hath a 
Mayor, Alderman, a Sheriff, and Justices of the Peace for their Magistrates.

The author, John Bonoeil, who was the French 
master of the king’s silk works at Oatland, informs us that he was a 
native of Languedoc and that several of his fellow countrymen were 
then in Virginia employed in the cultivating of the vine, in the service 
of the Virginia Company. It is one of the earliest publications relating 
to the subject. Prefixed is the Proclamation of James I. concerning 
mulberry trees and the cultivation of silkworms in Virginia.

Besides being a very interesting and important early book on 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, this little volume has the distinction 
of being the first book printed in America b\ William Bradford. That 
this is the case there can no longer be any doubt, after the study 
which has been given to the question by the late Mr. Frederick B. 
Stone and the late Mr. Charles R. Hildebnrn. The evidence is set 
forth in an extended note in Mr. Hildeburn’s “Issues of the Press in 
Pennsylvania,” where this book is given the second place. In calling 
it the “ first book,” we must except, of course, tho little Almanack of 
1685, which was printed by Bradford earlier in the same year. 

Budd himself had settled in Burlington, N. J., in 1678, and 
owned 5,000 acres of land, which cost him £100. His book is not a 
religious treatise, as are so many books of the period, but it is a good 
account of the country and its resources, written with a view of 
inducing settlers to make their homes in the country. At the end is 
the translation of “The Dying Words of Ockanichon,” who died in 
Burlington ; also an account of a Conference with the Indians at 
Burlington and other places.

This name is changed in the second issue to Colubert, and 
the Epistle is made to occupy 8 pp., instead of 10 ; besides which a leaf “ Av Lectevr ” 
is added.

The Irish manuscripts in the Laadian and Rawlinson collections of the Bodleian 
Library are in handwritings of the twelfth and succeeding centuries, but they 
frequently represent work produced some centuries earlier. The first volume of the 
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series is the manuscript known as “ Rawlinson B. 502.” a folio volume containing 
eighty-three leaves of vellum, wilh which twenty leaves of paper are bonnd up. This 
is the oldest Irish manuscript in the Bodleian Library, dating from the twelfth 
century.

A very fine biblical Manuscript by an English or Anglo-French 
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scribe and artist. The Gothic interlaced initials are very extra¬ 
ordinary and beautifnl in design. All are large, but some are of 
nnnBually grand dimensions, being in some instances as much as 11 
inches in length. The invention displayed in their design is mar¬ 
vellous. They are combined with fantastic winged dragons vigorously 
conceived and drawn, and in some cases with semi-human monsters 
and masks. The colours employed are blue, red, green, and yellow. 

A manuscript note on a flyleaf states that these initials are similar to 
those in the MS. marked 1 C vii in the Royal Library in the British 
Museum. 

In regard to the text, the occurrence of the apocryphal Epistle to 
tho Laodiceans, which is placed between the Epistle to the Hebrews 
and the Apocalypse of St. John is noteworthy. Four leaves aro 
missing in the Gospels and one in the Epistle to the Corinthians, 
otherwise the manuscript is quite complete.
